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The  School 

1871 

The  first  building,  completed 
in  1870  at  a  cost  of  |70,000,  was 
typical  of  college  architecture 
in  the  nineteenth  century.  It 
was  high  and  narrow,  with  a 
central  tower  and  small  pin- 
nacles. It  had  three  full  stories, 
a  high  basement,  and  an  attic 
intended  for  storage;  on  the 
northeast  side  a  two  story  ex- 
tension contained  four  rooms. 
In  all  there  were  eighteen 
rooms  usable  for  offices  and 
classrooms. 

Funds  were  not  sufficient  to 
open  school  until  September  lli, 
1871.  Wings  were  added  to  this 
building  in  1874,  1891,  and 
1902.  In  1888  a  gymnasium 
unit  was  erected.  Until  then 
the  gymnasium  had  been  in  the 
attic  space  intended  as  a  stor- 
age room.  As  soon  as  the  gym- 
nastic apparatus  was  moved  to 
its  new  quarters,  this  space  Avas 
then  used  to  liouse  the  Ai't  De- 
partment.

Gkokge  Sumner  Albee 
1871-1898 


RuFus  Henry  Halsey 
1890-1!  )()7 


George  Sumner  Albee 

was  born  in  Allegheny  County.  N.  Y.,  in  1887. 
He  began  teaching  at  the  age  of  eighteen, 
entered  the  University  of  Michigan  in  1861  and 
graduated  from  the  classical  course  in  three 
years.  He  served  as  high  school  principal  for 
four  years.  Such  had  been  the  training  of  the 
"strong,  patient,  earnest,  quiet  man"  who  came 
to  Oshkosh  in  August.  1871,  to  begin  his  career 
of  twenty-seven  years  as  the  builder  of  the 
Oshkosh  Normal  School. 

President  Albee  opened  the  school  on  Tues- 
day, September  12,  1871.  with  forty-three 
students  and  six  teachers  l)esides  himself.  His 
administration  was  marked  by  an  uninterrupted 
growth  of  the  school,  the  attendance  reaching 
72G  in  1897-98.  He  guided  faculty  and  students 
in  a  spirit  of  paternalism ;  and  the  climax  of 
his  period  of  service  w^as  the  celebration  of  the 
twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  tlie  founding  of  the 
school. 


Rufus  Henry  Halsey 

was  born  at  Bh)oming  Grove,  N.  Y.,  in  1856, 
and  grew  up  in  Brooklyn,  receiving  his  early 
education  in  the  public  schools  and  Adeljihi 
Academy.  He  graduated  from  Williams  Col- 
lege in  1877,  then  taught  one  year  at  Newton- 
ville  and  five  years  at  Adelphi  Academy.  In 
1833  he  came  to  Oshkosh  as  principal  of  the 
high  school,  and  in  1891  he  became  super- 
intendent as  well.  In  1896  he  left  Wisconsin 
to  take  charge  of  tlu>  schools  in  Binghampton, 
X.  Y..  where  he  was  .serving  at  the  time  of  his 
recall  to  Oshkosh. 

His  administration  was  marked  by  a  spirit 
of  co-operation.  During  his  eight  and  a  half 
years  as  president  the  attendance  declined 
slightly.  It  was  his  theory  that  personal  ac- 
((uaintance  of  thi'  kind  to  benefit  individual 
students  could  not  be  had  with  large  attendance. 
His  infiuence  aided  in  the  stabilization  of  the 
school.

John  Alexandei^  Hull  Keith 

was  born  in  Illinois  in  1809.  He  was  graduated 
from  the  Illinois  State  Normal  University  in 
1894  and  received  his  degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
from  Harvard  in  1900.  For  six  years  he  was 
professor  of  pedagogy  and  assistant  in  psychol- 
ogy in  the  Northern  Illinois  Normal  School  at 
DeKalb. 

The  extra-curricular  work  of  the  school 
became  more  varied  and  active  at  this  period. 
Most  signittcant  of  all.  Oshkosh  raised  its  stand- 
ards by  re(juiring  four  years  of  high  school 
training  for  all  entrants  except  those  in  the 
Country  School  Course. 

March  22.  1916,  the  Normal  building  burned. 
The  new  building,  the  one  now  in  use,  was  com- 
pleted in  1917  and  the  lil)rary  unit  in  1918. 

During  the  World  War  a  unit  of  the  Student 
Army  Training  Corps  was  maintained,  and 
patriotic  activities  dominated  the  school. 


Har?y  A.  Brown 


was  born  in  Liberty,  Maine,  in  1879.  He 
graduated  from  Bates  College  in  that  state  in 
191)3,  and  from  the  University  of  Colorado  in 
1907.  He  did  graduate  work  at  Harvard 
Universit.v  during  the  summer  of  1914.  His 
teaching  experience  in  rural  .schools  and  in  town 
i!nd  district  superintendencies  (jualified  him  to 
be  chosen  as  assistant  state  superintendent  in 
New  Hampshire  for  a  period  of  four  years. 
I  luring  the  summer  of  1921  he  was  invited  by 
Dr.  .Tudd  to  give  two  graduate  courses  in  the 
School  of  Education  at  the  T'niversity  of 
Chicago. 

He  reorganized  the  Oshkosh  Normal  on  the 
basis  of  differentiated  curricula  designed  to 
prepare  for  specific  types  of  teaching  service. 
In  192;")  occurred  the  most  far-reaching  change: 
the  Normal  School  became  a  Teachers  College 
with  power  to  grant  degrees.

President's  Message 

WiiiLK  other  states  have  ))iiilt  many  fine  l)uildin<;s  for  educational  and 
social  iini'})oses,  Wisconsin  has  not.  IJnilding  for  snch  purposes  has  mo\ed 
forward  in  mnnicij^alities  and  thon^h  millions  have  l)een  spent  in  this  state, 
the  state  itself  has  been  able  to  do  nothinji.  \\'e  are,  therefore,  living  in  the 
same  house  we  lived  in  at  the  time  the  dejn-ession  took  hold  almost  nine 
years  ago. 

Through  Works  Progress  Administration  grants  for  labor  we  have  kept 
our  buildings  in  fair  condition,  we  have  made  some  long  ovei-due  repairs,  and 
we  have  made  a  few  changes.  The  old  ])o\ver  house  has  been  renovated  to 
house  school  repair  sho])s  and  a  garage  for  the  Athletic  ^Association  bus.  An 
addition  is  now  being  built  on  the  (»ld  power  house  for  garage  purposes.  The 
old  auditorium,  which  was  the  oldest  l)uilding  on  the  campus,  was  razed  and 
from  its  tind)ers  and  brick  much  useful  material  was  saved  for  other  construc- 
tion and  re[)air  Avork.  All  the  sciences  have  been  moved  to  what  was  the 
Industrial  Building;  there  they  have  miu-h  needed  room  and  accommodations 
equal  to  those  found  in  schools  of  our  size.  Kooms  and  corridors  have  been 
painted  so  that  the  apj)earance  of  the  buildings  is  much  brighter. 

Through  the  aid  of  Federal  Art  Project  the  Library  mural  showing  the 
develo[>ment  of  lumliering  in  Wisconsin  was  [)ainte(l  and  the  same  agency 
has  given  the  school  many  other  paintings,  water  colors,  and  wood-cuts.  The 
Gymnasium  has  new  floors  and  showers.  In  the  Training  School,  besides 
redecorating,  the  Library  has  been  moved  into  more  commodious  quarters; 
the  grade  shops  are  also  moved  into  the  north  end  of  the  basement  of  that 
building. 

We  need  an  athletic  field  equipped  Avith  track,  bleachers,  and  team  rooms; 
the  old  gymnasium  should  be  remodeled  into  a  social  building  and  a  new 
gymnasium  constructed;  and  we  ought  to  have  an  adeijuate  auditorium.  The 
material  needs  are  easiest  to  list,  just  as  material  changes  which  have  been 
made  are  readily  ai)parent.  We  should  have  additional  teachers,  more  liberal 
support  for  operations,  and  equipment. 

Many  of  you  Avill  go  to  high  schools  which  are  beautifully  housed;  others 
will  go  to  badly  housed  and  illy  e(piii)ped  schools,  but  all  will  be  expected 
to  do  better  than  the  circumstances  indicate  one  can.  And  ]ierhai)s  your 
accomplishments  while  here  under  conditions  far  from  ideal  may  contribute 
to  your  success  by  showing  an  example  of  work  done  when  the  surroundings 
were  far  from  ideal.

The  Library 


An  arrangement  was  begun  in  1889  under  President 
Albee  by  wliich  the  students  were  divided  into  sections 
of  a  dozen  to  twenty  each,  meeting  once  a  week  with 
a  teacher  to  report  on  books  which  had  been  read. 
The  books  were  selected  by  the  teacher  of  literature 
"so  as  to  meet  the  presumable  mental  attainment  and 
taste  of  each  section." 

"The  students  and  faculty  have  organized  a  Read- 
ing Room,  where  the  leading  periodicals  are  furnished 
at  a  nominal  cost  to  each  iiupil."  A  student  was  em- 
ployed to  put  the  newspapers  in  the  holders  and  other- 
wise keep  the  room  in  order. 

Th  employing  of  a  librarian  to  catalogue  the  books 
and  assist  students  in  using  them  was  likewise  begun 
by  voluntary  contributions.  Stimulated  by  this  ex- 
ample, the  Board  in  1888  authorized  librarians  at 
Platteville,  Whitewater,  and  Oshkosh  at  salaries  of 
$125  per  annum.  In  1891  the  Board  granted  "$500  for 
clerical  work  and  services  as  librarian  in  the  Normal 
School  at  Oshkosh." 


The  first  catalogue  mentions  :  "After  the  fire  of 
1016  the  present  library  unit  was  started  in  1917  and 
finished  in  1918.  The  fire  was  a  great  disaster,  for 
many  books  in  the  reference  library  could  not  be 
replaced." 

The  library  contains  29,000  liooks  for  circulation. 
20.000  for  text  books,  and  about  2.000  pamphlets,  and 
hundreds  ,of  pictures.  It  receives  regularly  170 
periodicals,  besides  some  of  the  outstanding  news- 
papers.   Its  reading  room  will  seat  300  students. 

The  walls  were  painted  and  a  new  floor  was  laid 
under  the  WPA  project.  The  mural  was  painted  by 
Burton  Potterveld  under  the  Federal  Art  Project.  It 
portrays  the  three  important  phases  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Fox  Valley,  namely  the  Indian,  The 
Legendary  Stories  of  Paul  Bunyan,  the  industrial 
development  of  the  lumbering.

Federal  Art  Project 


has  been  responsible  for  bringing  American 
painting  out  of  mannerisms  into  a  healthy, 
Avholesome  expression. 

The  thing  that  has  happened  is  best  told  by 
Holzer  Cahill,  National  Director  of  the  Federal 
Art  Project.  "For  the  first  time  in  history  a 
direct  and  sound  relationship  has  been  estab- 
lished between  the  American  public  and  our 
artists." 

It  has  brought  to.  public  attention  scores  of 
artists  \\\\o  are  capable  and  worthy  of  recogni- 
tion. It  points  out  a  certain  trend  which 
American  art  is  taking  throughout  the  country, 
the  trend  which  conforms  to  the  sentiment  and 
spirit  of  American  life.  It  promises  mucli  to- 
ward the  reestablishment  of  a  broad  American 
approach  in  painting. 

There  is  little  danger  of  overestimating 
either  the  good  that  has  already  come  of  this 
project  or  its  potential  good.  Its  true  signifi- 
cance lies  in  the  general  standards  that  have 
resulted  ;  in  the  quickened  appreciation  on  the 


part  of  millions  of  people  throughout  the 
country. 

The  Wisconsin  State  project  has  been  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Charlotte  Partridge, 
Director  of  the  Layton  Art  School  and  Gallery. 
She  has  contributed  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
energy  to  the  work  and  has  been  responsible 
for  the  splendid  success  of  the  Federal  Art 
Project  in  this  state. 

The  State  Teachers  College  has  furnished 
materials  for  the  work  and  the  government  pays 
the  artists  for  their  time.  As  a  result  the  college 
has  two  large  miu"als;  many  fine  linoleum  block 
prints ;  a  number  of  small  oil  flower,  still-life 
and  landscape  paintings ;  and  historical  series 
of  the  Fox  River,  many  lantern  slides  and  photo- 
graphs for  various  departments,  and  a  set  of 
scenery  for  the  stage. 

The  Federal  Art  Project  at  the  College  has 
been  under  the  supervision  of  Ethel  J.  Behncke. 
Paintings  and  prints  by  artists  working  on  the 
Federal  Project  will  soon  be  framed  and  placed 
in  the  college  buildings.

The 

scene  depicts  the  days  of  the 

horse-drawn  streetcars,  showing" 

the     corner     of     Algoma     and 

West  Algoma  streets,  with  the 

Sawyer  house,   as  it  originally 

looked,  in  the  background. 

The  artist  has  wanted  to 
paint  as  a  business  as  well  as 
a  hobby  ever  since  he  was  a 
boy.  He  started  work  in  oil 
painting  when  he  was  a  small 
child,  receiving  his  impetus 
from  an  uncle,  who  painted  in 
oil  as  a  hobby.  Mr.  Olson's 
training  was  all  in  the  public 
schools,  with  the  exception  of 
six  weeks"  work  imder  G.  Ober- 
tauger  of  the  Chicago  Art  In- 
stitute. For  many  years  the  artist  painted  only 
for  his  own  pleasure.  He  did  sell  a  few  pictures, 
but  never  nearly  enough  to  support  his  family.

The  historical  series  includes  :  The  landing 
of  the  first  white  men  in  Oshkosh  ;  the  coming 
of  the  pioneers  in  covered 
wagons,  typical  pioneer  homes 
and  implements;  the  growth  of 
lumbering  industry  along  the 
Fox  river ;  the  busy  mills,  a 
log  jam,  a  i-aft  of  logs  being 
pulled  by  a  river  tug;  Main 
street  bridge  and  the  water 
front  when  the  river  was  the 
center  of  transportation ;  a 
view  down  Main  street  from 
the  bridge,  when  women  wore 
long  full  skirts  and  bonnets 
and  the  street  was  lined  with 
horse-driven  wagxins ;  the  origi- 
nal normal  school;  the  steam- 
boat era  on  the  Fox  river  and 
the  horse-drawn  streetcar.  The 
pictures  are  painted  on  build- 
ing board  in  oil  and  will  be  a 
permanent  collection  of  the  college,  to  be 
framed  and  placed  as  a  series  of  early  Oshkosh 
history.

TiiHEE  murals  of  children's  activities  painted 
liy  Miss  Agnes  Wainwright,  under  the  Federal 
Art  I'roject.  liave  been  placed  in  the  entrance 
of  the  Rose  C.  Swart  Training  School.  The 
paintings  represent  children  of  all  grades  from 
kindergarten  through  junior  high  school.  The 
artist  used  children  as  models,  representing 
various  activities  in  school  life. 

The  large  mural  which  faces  the  main  en- 
trance is  six  by  nineteen  feet  and  has  nineteen 
children  in  the  composition.  At  the  left  in  the 
picture  the  children  are  shown  against  a  back- 
ground of  a  city  school ;  at  the  right  they  are 


grouped  before  a  small  country  school.  Games 
such  as  football,  baseball,  marbles,  tennis,  and 
l)asketball  are  indicated  by  the  objects  the 
children  play  with  or  carry.  Books  and  note- 
books speak  of  classroom  activities. 

The  two  side  panels,  four  by  five  feet,  depict 
boys  constructing  and  painting  boats,  girls  paint- 
ing pictures  and  building  pottery. 

lied,  yellow  and  blue  of  the  primary  triad 
predominate  in  coloring,  but  all  colors  have 
been  gTayed  to  produce  a  pleasing  harmony. 

Miss  Wainwright  has  had  several  commis- 
sions for  murals  and  children's  portraits.  She 
started  these  murals  in  January,  1936,  and 
finished  them  about  a  year  later. 


Campus  Improvements 


An  nimsuiilly  large  luiinher  of  changes  and  improvements 
have  been  made  on  the  college  campus  during  the  last  few 
years.  Most  noticeable  were  the  discontinuance  of  mueli  of  the 
industrial  arts  department  and  the  utilization  of  this  space  for 
added  science  facilities.  The  large  building,  formerly  the 
Industrial  Building,  is  now  the  Science  Building,  housing  new 
chemistry  labs,  enlarged  biology,  geology,  and  botany  labs, 
the  physics  labs,  and  classrooms.  At  present,  a  science  audi- 
torium is  being  constructed.  This  will  be  efpiipped  for  demon- 
strations and  movies. 

Landscaping  of  grounds  has  added  beauty  to  the  already 
attractive  campus.  Additional  projects  are  being  carried  on 
at  this  time.  WPA  grants  have  aided  greatly  in  making  these 
improvements  possible.

The  B 
league  consisted  of  Philakean  B,  Periclean  B,  Lyceum  B,  and 
a  strong  Independent  quintet. 

The  games  were  run  off  according  to  a  pre-arranged  schediile 
which  saw  each  team  meeting  its  other  league  opponents  three 
times.  The  two  league  winners  liattl(>d  it  out  for  the  title  in 
the  final  encounter. 

Considerable  student  interest  in  the  league  was  created  as 
evidenced  by  the  enthusiastic  student  attendance  present  at 
some  of  the  more  important  games. 

Games  were  capably  officiated  by  student  referees;  several 
members  of  the  college  varsity  offering  their  services  for  the 
more  crucial  games. 

In  the  A  league  Lyceum,  last  year's  runner-up,  assumed  an 
earl.v  lead  but  relinquished  it  mid-way  in  the  schedule  after 
suffering  defeats  at  the  hands  of  Philakean  and  Periclean.  The 
league  race  evolved  into  a  dead-lock  for  first  position  between 
Philakean  and  Periclean  with  Lyceum  in  position  to  dislodge 
either.  Iota.  handicapi)ed  by  a  small  team,  nevertheless  showed 
remarkably  well  and  fiu'nished  plenty  of  opposition  to  all  its 
opponents.  In  the  deciding  game  for  A  leagiie  supremacy 
Periclean,  after  seeing  Philakean  forge  far  into  the  lead,  rallied 
in  the  final  quarter  to  earn  the  right  to  enter  the  finals  against 
the  winner  of  the  B  league. 

Independents,  showing  surprising  strength,  walked  off  the 
title  in  the  B  league  after  encountering  but  little  difficulty. 
The  other  teams,  more  evenly  matched,  furnished  some  closely 
contested  encounters. 

In  the  championship  pla.v-off  Periclean,  last  year's  champs 
and  heavy  favorites  to  repeat,  was  upset  in  what  proved  to  be 
a  fitting  climax  to  a  schedule  of  many  thrilling  games. 
Periclean  came  from  behind  to  tie  the  count  at  the  final  game, 
but  in  the  over-time  Independents  again  forged  into  the  lead 
and  clinched  the  title  with  a  three  point  margin.

Periclean  Society,  defendins  champions, 
retained  its  title  by  garnering  63  points  and  tlius 
ontscoring  all  competitors  in  walking  awa.v 
with  the  "lions  share"  of  the  awards  in  the 
annual  inter-society  track  meet.  Lyceum,  paced 
liy  the  stellar  performance  of  Behnke,  placed 
second  with  20i/j  points.  I'hilakean  finished  in 
third  with^5i<3  points.  Mortell.  McGowan  and 
Kerr  fTirnishing  most  of  the  encounters.  Inde- 
pendents and  lota  finished  in  that  order. 

Becker,  with  1!)  points,  and  Grancorliit/>.  with 
14  points,  were  outstanding  for  Periclean.  The 
other  PericlcMn  points  were  well  distriliuted. 

Two  records  were  liroken,  Mdrtell  turning  an 
outstanding  4:47  mile  and  Tarz.  Ilansdn 
breaking  his  own  discus  record  l)y  tossing  tlie 
platter  to  a  new  distance  of  ll'O  feet  4  inches. 
One  of  the  features  of  the  meet  was  the  beauti- 
ful race  in  the  half-mile  l)etween  Becker  and 
Mortell  wliich   [inislnd   in  w  dead   beat. 


Behnke  broke  the  tape  lirst  in  the  100  and 
220  yard  dashes  with  Grancorbitz  second  in  the 
shorter  dash  and  third  in  the  longer  sprint. 
Knueppel  finished  second  in  the  220,  Becker 
breezed  home  in  front  of  the  field  in  the  440  and 
tied  with  Mortell  for  first  in  the  880  yard  dash. 
Steinkellner  finished  second  to  Mortell  in  the 
record  breaking  mile  run  and  then  came  back 
to  breast  the  tape  a  winner  in  the  two  mile  run. 
Becker  took  honors  in  both  the  hurdle  events 
while  Kerr  jind  P.ebnke  cornered  the  other 
places.  Krohn  won  the  pole  vault  and  Grancor- 
bitz  was  a  doul)le  victor  in  winning  the  broad 
Jump  and  high  jump.  Hanson  rated  tops  in  the 
discus  with  bis  fine  throws,  while,  in  the  other 
weights.  B(>rn(lt  surprised  by  winning  the  shot- 
put  event  and  Swiston  came  through  to  earn 
first  honors  in  the  .iavelin.

The  purpo.se  of  the  Women's  Athletic  As- 
sociation is  to  offer  the  college  women  an  op- 
portunity to  learn  to  spend  their  li'isiire  to  the 
best  possible  advantage.  A  major  aim  is  to 
develop  skill  and  interest  in  recreational  games 
which  will  carry  over  into  later  life  and  which 
may  be  used  when  the  girls  are  teaching. 

Sweatshirts  and  letters  are  awarded  for 
fulfilling  the  following  requirements :  S  hockey, 
8  basketball,  8  volleyball,  3  archery,  3  golf, 
5  tennis,  and  5  baseball  practices  and  attend- 
ance at  four  hiking  or  camping  parties.  Each 
girl  should  strive  to  perfect  one  individual 
activity  such  as  ping  pong,  archery,  golf,  tennis, 
tap  or  modern  creative  dancing.  The  work  for 
this  award  should  be  carried  over  a  period  of 
two  years.

Lyceum  Society  is  the  oldest  society  in  the 
Oshkosh  State  Teachers  College,  having  been 
fomided  in  1871,  the  year  the  school  was 
founded.  When  Lyceum  first  began,  men  and 
women  were  both  admitted  to  membership ; 
and  when  Phoenix  Society  began,  it  also  ad- 
mitted both  men  and  women.  The  two  societies 
held  many  joint  meetings  then  just  as  they  do 
today.  After  a  few  years,  however,  the  two 
organizations  decided  to  divide  among  them- 
selves ;  Lyceum  took  over  all  of  the  men  of 
both  societies,  but  the  two  have  always  been 
"brother  and  sister"  societies. 

Lyceum  Society  has  since  its  beginning  been 
one  of  the  outstanding  societies  in  school.  It 
believes  that  althovigh  classroom  instruction  is, 
of  course,  the  tirst  consideration  in  going  to 
college,  there  is  much  more  to  college  life  and 
a  college  education  than  what  is  contained  in 
text  books.
